Rules  of  the  Society 


1.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  print,  for  distribution  amongst 

its  members,  copies,  translations,  abstracts,  calendars  and  indexes 
of  records  and  documents  relating  to  church,  parochial,'  manorial 
and  family  history  in  the  diocese  and  county  of  Lincoln.  The 
word  '  diocese '  in  this  rule  shall  include  any  counties  which  have 
at  any  time  formed  part  of  the  diocese  of  Lincoln. 

2.  The  Society  shall  have  a  General  Section  and  also  a  Parish  Register 

Section. 

3.  A  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the  Society  by  a  yearly  subscrip- 

tion of  one  guinea  either  to  the  General  Section  or  to  the  Parish 
Register  Section,  or  of  two  guineas  to  the  two  Sections.  Such  sub- 
scription shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  October 
in  each  year. 

4.  Each  member  having  paid  his  subscription,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 

at  the  general  meetings  within  the  period  subscribed  for,  and  to 
receive  a  copy  of  every  work  issued  by  the  Society  in  the  Section 
or  Sections  and  for  the  period  in  respect  of  which  he  has  sub- 
scribed ;  provided  that  any  question  as  to  the  volumes  to  be  issued 
by  the  General  Section  and  by  the  Parish  Register  Section  shall  be 
decided  by  the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  of  the 
respective  sections. 

5.  The  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  a 

council  consisting  of  the  president,  secretaries,  editor,  treasurer, 
and  at  least  seven  other  members  of  the  Society  to  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting.  Vacancies  occuring  between  the  general 
meetings  may  be  filled  up  by  the  Council.  Three  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

6.  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  members  shall  be  held  in  or  about 

the  month  of  October,  to  receive  a  report  upon  the  work  of  the 
Society,  and  the  treasurer's  financial  statement ;  to  elect  officers,  a 
council  and  an  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  and  to  transact  the 
general  business  of  the  Society. 


7.  The  Society  or  the  Council  may  appoint  a  special  committee  consisting 

of  members  of  the  Parish  Register  Section  to  manage  the  business 
of  that  Section. 

8.  The  Council  may  require  the  accuracy  of  any  transcript,  calendar  or 

translation  to  be  tested  on  their  behalf  before  it  is  printed. 

9.  The  editor  of  a  volume  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  copies  of  the 

work. 

10.  No  amendment  of  the  rules  shall  be  made  except  at  a  general  meet- 

ing, and  notice  of  any  proposed  amendment  shall  be  given  to  the 
secretary  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  by 
him  be  communicated  to  the  members. 


Report  for  the  year  1914-15 

In  its  fifth  year,  which  ended  on  3oth  September,  1915,  the  Society 
lost  two  members  by  death,  namely,  Lord  Kesteven  and  the  Rev.  T.  A. 
Stoodley.  Like  other  learned  Societies  it  has,  in  this  time  of  war,  suffered 
a  further  heavy  loss  through  the  resignation  of  2 1  members.  Against 
these  losses  must  be  set  the  gain  of  ic  new  members,  who  have  further 
swelled  the  Society's  funds  by  buying  volumes  to  the  value  of  about  i^l. 
Since  the  year  ended  two  more  members  have  resigned  and  two  new 
members  have  been  enrolled. 

THE    GENERAL    SECTION 

Three  volumes  have  appeared  during  the  year  under  review,  namely, 
(i)  Rotuli  Roberti  Grosseteste,  necnon  Rotulus  Henrici  de  Lexington,  (ii)  Lin- 
coln Wills,  1271-1526,  and  (iii)  Visitations  of  Religious  Houses,  1420-36. 
The  last  two  of  these  volumes  have  proved  to  be  very  popular.  The 
Society  is  especially  fortunate  in  having  secured  as  editor  of  the  volume 
of  Visitations  a  scholar  of  Mr.  A.  Hamilton  Thompson's  rank.  A  volume 
of  Chapter  Acts  of  Lincoln  Cathedral,  edited  by  Canon  Cole,  will  be 
ready  in  the  early  part  of  1916.  Two  other  volumes,  namely,  Libri  Cleri 
(particulars  of  the  clergy  and  churches)  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  and 
Final  Concords  of  the  i3th  century  are  Hearing  completion.  A  second 
volume  of  Visitations  edited  by  Mr.  Hamilton  Thompson,  and  also  a 
second  volume  of  Lincoln  Wills  are  in  the  press.  A  volume  of  excep- 
tional interest,  namely,  Domesday  and  other  Feudal  Surveys,  is  being  edited 
by  the  Rev.  T.  Longley.  Some  progress  has  been  made  in  overtaking  the 
arrears  of  work  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  caused  by  the  War. 

The  Treasurer's  account  shows  that  there  was  a  cash  balance  of 
429/.  175.  yd.  to  the  Society's  credit  on  the  3oth  of  last  September  ;  and 
it  is  estimated  that,  after  allowing  for  the  cost  of  completing  the  un- 
finished volumes  which  were  due  to  members  at  that  date,  there  will  be 
a  surplus  of  48/.  8s.  yd. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  The  Professional  Classes  War 
Relief  Committee  which,  for  several  months  last  summer,  placed  the 
services  of  two  copyists  at  the  Society's  disposal.

THE    PARISH    REGISTER    SECTION 

During  the  third  year  of  the  Parish  Register  Section  two  volumes 
have  appeared,  namely,  the  Registers  of  St.  Margaret's  in  the  Close, 
Lincoln,  to  which  Canon  Cole  contributed  an  interesting  historical  intro- 
duction, and  a  second  volume  of  the  Boston  Parish  Registers.  Two 
more  volumes  are  in  the  press,  namely,  the  Parish  Registers  of  Alford  and 
of  Grantham. 

The  work  of  the  Parish  Register  Section  was  at  a  standstill  for  some 
time  owing  to  a  lack  of  subscribers,  but  the  printing  of  volumes  is  now 
proceeding  steadily  under  the  arrangement  with  Messrs.  W.  K.  Morton 
&  Sons  referred  to  in  the  last  report.  That  agreement,  which  expired 
on  the  3oth  of  September,  1914,  has  been  renewed  for  a  further  period 
of  two  years. 

It  was  found  that  the  cost  of  printing  made  it  impossible  to  issue 
two  volumes  a  year  with  exhaustive  indexes  of  surnames  and  Christian 
names.  The  Parish  Register  Committee,  therefore,  after  consultation 
with  experts,  decided  to  print  indexes  of  surnames  only.  By  this  plan 
the  cost  of  the  indexes  has  been  reduced  to  about  a  third  of  the  former 
amount,  with  little  or  no  loss  of  convenience,  and  with  the  advantage  that, 
for  the  present,  the  Society  can  issue  two  volumes  a  year  instead  of  one. 

The  Parish  Register  Section  has  lost  one  member  by  death  and  three 
by  resignation,  and  four  new  members  have  been  enrolled.
